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“STATE BROADCASTING does 
not necessarily have to mein in- 
“grained anti-government broad- 
casting,” Prime Minister Begin 
declared in the Knesset a couple of 
weeks ago. 

It is obviously an issue Mr. Begin 
cares about deeply. The depth of his 
feelings can best be gauged, perhnps, 
from a reading of the waves they 
have sent rippling through the con- 
centric rings of leadership in the 
parties of the Likud. Finance 
Minister Aridor, in submitting the 
state budget earlier this week, 
pointedly omitted the Broadcasting 
Authority completely. 

This budgetary slap in the face 
was partly a reaction to the 
authority's unilateral decision the 
previous week to raise the licence 
fee by far more than the rate of in- 
flation. But in a broader sense, it 
was an expression of the chagrin 
with which the entire Likud views 
the treatment it feels it, its members 
and its government receive al the 
hands of Kol Yisrael’s radio and TV 
reporters, editors and producers, 


OF SPECIAL interest was an 
almost unnoticed ripple much 
further out in the Likud pond. A 
Moda’i protégé in the Knesset, first- 
termer Pinhas Goldstein (Likud- 
Liberals), tabled a private member's 
bill to amend the Broadcasting 
Authority Law by two additions. 
One of these would require grealer 
political balance in news bulletins. 

In his explanatory notes to the 
bill, Goldstein writes: “It is in- 
tolerable thal in a state authority, 
government positions should not 
find adequate expression while the 
opinions of marginal fly-by-night 
groups are given an exposure tolally 
oul of proportion to their electoral 
strength and public support.” 

Other Likud politicos were less 
testrained in their criticism. “You 
switch on your TV set” said one, 
“and you get the impression that 
Yossi Sarid represents half of fsrael, 
ἀπά that he and Shulamit Aloni 
fepresent the overwhelming ma- 
jority.” 

Goldstein is more moderate in his 
criticism, but he is really expressing 
the much deeper Likud resent of 
the electronic media, a resentment 
that is all the more bitter because 
the Broadcasting Authorily is ἃ 
slate monopoly, and a monopoly 
that in the past four years has been 
controlled by Likud appointees. 


OF THE director-general, ap- 
Pointed because of his reputed con- 
nections with the -Likud-Liberals 
and his hawkish line as a Ma‘ariy 
columnist, Goldstein says: “Tommy 
Lapid came into the job with excel- 
lent intentions, and at first did a 
first-rate job. But we have a feeling 
that he has burnt himself out and 
that it’s time that he moved on. 
Lapid is often forced to give in and 
80 along even when he disagrees 
with something.

YAVIN, whom I met imhis office in 
Television House an hour before his 
9 p.m. stint as part-time anchor-man 
of Mabat, which he does in addition 
to his main- job as Knesset cor- 
respondent, spoke of the effect of 
this clean sweep as a gutting of 
television and the demoralization of 
hig news department. 

“Today, the people in the depart- 
ment are totally passive. They're 
tired of fighting and it’s turned into 
a clerical job, at best. Tuvia 


describes himself as a Prussian 


soldier, ‘I do what they tell me to 
do." 

“[ didn’t let Tommy Lapid into 
the department when I ran it. What 
[ mean is that when he told me to do 
something that went against my 
grain as ἃ professional newsman, I 
demanded thal he give me a direct 
order. At which point he would 
often back down and 1 did what 1 
thought should be done.” 


LOOKING BACK over the last 
stormy four years, Yavin tries to 
compare it with earlier periods in 
radio and TV, in which he’s worked 
ever since he took his degree in 
English and Hebrew literature in 
the late 505, 

“I would say that strong govern- 
ments and dominant men at their 
head resulted in great tension with 
broadcasting staffa, both in radio 
and In television. The worst times: 
we had were under Ben-Gurion and 
Golda and in the last few year of 


the Begin government. It was quite © 


the opposite under Eshkol and 


Rabin and in Begin’s first years.

(the satirical anti-establishment 
programme of the early 70s) to con- 
tend with. Kushnir gave Rabinowitz

“The difference is that the Likud 
has reverted to the much earlier 
repressive stages of Labour of the 
1950s, Being new to government, 
and woefully unsure of themselves, 
they never realized that a 
democratic government has to live 
with constant criticism. In recent 
years, Begin's domination of his 
government and his patriarchal ap- 
proach have aggravated the in- 
tolerance of criticism.” 


ANOTHER difference Yavin dis- 
cerns is the nature and role of the 
Authority's board of management. 
This body, he says, was meant to be 
ἃ buffer between outside pressures. 
and the professional staffs. Under 
the Likud, the board itself has 
become a political organ that trans- 


_ mits rather than absorbs pres- 


sures, he says. 

“There were two developments 
that proved traumatic for the Likud 
government and brought about the 
political backing of the board: the 
news depariment’s coverage of the 
West Bank in the first two years of 
the Begin administration; and the 
screening of Hirbet Hiz'a.” 

(The latter was the adaptation of 
Yizhar Smilansky's story about the 
expulsion of Arabs from a fictional 
Palestinian village during the 1948 
War of Independence, whose 
screening became ἃ cause eélébre 
in the late '70s.) 

“These two events resulted in a 
‘coup in which the people they pul 
on the Authority board — chairman 
Reuven Yaron and Aharon Papo, lo 
mention just two — decided to steer 
the ship on a sharply rightist course. 


“Since then, coverage of the 
West Bank and the territories has 
gone down to nearly nil. The public 
simply doesn’t want to sec keffiyas 
on the screen. The Arab problem, in 
all its ramifications, has clearly got 
on the public’s nerves.” 


YAVIN ADMITTED that, in our 
discussion, he had shifted subtly 
from television's. problems with the 
government — especially the pre- 
sent one — to the dissatisfaction of 
a large section of the public with the 
TV. coverage of public affairs. 

“The Likud should be grateful to 
us for getting that part of the public 
up in arms,” he added. “It's true 
that they can’t stand another Arab 
on the screen. But the fact that we 
no longer show the West Bank 
mayors (interviews with them now 
require advance approval by Lapid) 
doesn’t mean that they or the 
problem they represent have disap- 
peared,” 

Yavin speaks of a long process of 
such confrontations, leading to bat- 
tle fatigue among all concemed, 
“All of us have changed. Lapid, we 
and the Likud’s attitudes. The result 
has been almost total passivity 
among the news staffs, and dull 
television. 

“Yaron believes that what is 
broadcast should be entirély within 
the limits of a broad national con- 
sensus. I believe we should also 
report events, views and per- 
sonalitics who deviate from that 
consensus. 

“In the days when Dan Shilon 
and 1 ran the department, we in- 
fused our people with a sense of 
mobilized, committed journalism. 
But committed journalism is a 


- source of perpetual trouble for the 


director, so he’s pul an end to that." 


"THE UPSHOT, according to Yavin, . 
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is that Communications Minister 
Mordechai Zipori is now busy 
working on a legislative framework 
that would permit the establishment 
of four regional cable-television 
networks that would compete wiih 
Channel One. 

Yavin thinks that, inthe long run, 
this will be to the good. “Channel 
One's monopoly must be broken. 
We will all be better off if it is. The 
problem is the objective shortage of 
talent to go around among several 
television outlets. A second channel 
simply won't be able to start off at 
the low level that we did. Channel 
One has established the minimum 
standards for any new take-olf und 
they might be very difficult to 
achieve."* 

Yavin also believes that it is es- 
sential to de-politicize the 
authority’s governing bodies. The 
unwieldy council should be 
abolished, the munagement board 
enlarged slightly, staffed by non- 
political public figures chosen by an 
impartin! body like the pne that 
nominates judges. 


SURPRISINGLY, one of the men 
Yavin perceives as his nemesis on 
the board of management, 
chairman Reuven Yaron, ugrecs 
about the need for its restructuring. 
He has proposed that the large 
council be abolished und that the 
board be enlarged and its term of 
office changed from three years 
with the option of a second term to 
one unrenewable four-year term. 

In theory, the former dean of the 
Hebrew University Luw School 
spys, one should aim at a non- 
political board, but in Israel's situa- 
tion it is simply not realistic. He 
believes there is nothing intrinsical- 
ly wrong with a board of political 
appointees as long as they are 
representative of the main political 
forces in (he country but are aware 
that they are not beholden to them 
in fulfilling their duties, which is, 
he feels, largely the situation today. 

A conversation with the legally 
precise, somewhat yekkish Yaron, 
leads to the conclusion that the 
troubles people like Yavin could be 
expected to have with him would be 
more over professional than 
political issues. Although there is 
more than a suspicion that the 
former issues are sometimes used to 
conceal the latter. 

Yaron has an academic’s in- 
grained distaste for the crudeness of 
the predatory journalist. 

“I believe we have a-duty to 
report what is news. That has never 
been in dispute. While it is admit- 
tedly impossible to attain perfect 
objectivity, 1 think we must demand 
that we constantly atrive towards it. 
__ “What we are not permitted to do 
in reporting news, is inject our ob- 
vious approach or disapproval.” 

Along with a striving for objec- 
livity he wants a sense of respon- 
sibility. And he admits that there 
have been breakdowns, although in 
the overwhelming number of cases 
television and radio behave the way 
he, Yaron believes they should. 

As 8. non-political example of 
such breakdowns Yaron cites the in- 
advertent give-away by Kol 
Yisrael's international radio 
monitor, Michael Gurdus, of the 
plans of a West German unti- 
terrorist squad on its way to free 
hostages from the clutches of ter- 
rorists in Mogrdishu. Another was 
the way radio and TV (not {o men- 
tion the press and the potice 
themselves) covered the kidnapping 
of little Oron Yarden, which was 
nothing short of catastrophic.

nion, itis difficult to ruin a pea soup 
mude from scratch, but our kitchens 
Inunuge it all too often with their 
cureless luck of skill in the prepara- 
tion of croutons. 

In the absence of fish soup, which 
was unavailable the day we visited, 
my companion tried the onion soup, 
rich, thick and satisfying, with nice- 
ly melted checse, but again spoiled 
by the croutons. 


FOR A MAIN course I decided 


upon the chicken in a bosket — 
three large pieces of well-cooked, 


delicately-breaded chicken, duly 
served in a basket, but wilh a plate 
and knife and fork alongside, Un- 
fortunately, the chips, served in 
another buskel, were rather limp 
and soggy. The large bowl of cole- 
slaw, however, was véry good, 
There was a fairly long wait for 
my companion'’s main course and 
the proprietor explained that the 
grilled bouri (grey mullet) steak she 
had ordered would take some time 
because it had to be defrosted. 
While it would have been nice to 
have fresh fish, the explanation and 
apology made the waiting time far 
more pleasant. The fish, when it did 
arrive, was well cooked, juicy but 
thoroughly, done. My companion 


. would have like it seasoned a bit 
_ More, but 1 thought it admirable. 


For dessert | had lemon meringue 
pie. This was the real thing, made 
with enough lemons to give it 
flavour and enough eggs to make 
the meringue tower over the pastry. 
My companion's buvurian cream 
had ull the qualities of 2 good 
homeinade dessert, being light and 
creamy and smooth. 

With this we had as much excel- 
lent coffee as we could drink, no 
doubt in the American-ranch tradi- 
tion. 

The bill for two, with a soft drink,

FOR THOSE addicted, as | am, to 
lemon meringue pie, the only really 
satisfactory variety is one which in- 


cludes, besides the crust, only eggs 


and lemon und sugar. | finally found 
a recipe for such a delicacy in a bat- 
tered 1929 edition of The Settlement 
Cook Book, which for many ycars 
reigned supreme in American 
Jewish kitchens. My apologies in 
udvunce to those with chulesterol 
problems. 

For the crust, which the book us- 
sumes one knows how to make, 1 
suggest lightly mixing with your 
fingertips two cups of flour and half 
a packet (100 grams) of margarine. 
Then mix in with a fork a scant cup 
of very cold water. Mix lightly until 
it just holds together and then leave 
the dough in the refrigerator for at 
least an hour. Roll out thin, prick 
with a fork to keep the dough from 
puffing up, and bake in a medium 
oven until the crust is brown. 

The filling is made by sepurating 
five eggs. Mix the yolks with the 
juice and grated peel of two lemons 
and a cup of sugar and slowly heat, 
slirring vontinuously, in a double 
boiler or a heatpruof bow! over a 
pot of hot water. Remove from the 
heat when the mixture thickens, 

In another bowl, beat the whites 
until they are very stiff. As an aid, 
add a pinch of cream of tartar or 
lightly rinse the bowl in vinegar 
before adding tne egg whites. Fold 
three quurters of the whites into the 
yolk mixture and pour it into the 
crust, Beat a few teaspoons of sugar 
into the remaining whites and ar- 
Tange over the yolks. Bake for 
about 20 minutes until the meringue 
is a pale brown on top. Π

THANKS TO THE efforts of the 
Austrian Embassy here, we are 
becoming acquainted with the 
works of Oedon von Horvath, the 
Austro-Hungarian dramutist. who 
wrote in German and was -long 
neglected by the Israeli theatre. 

Tales of the Vienna Woods, now 
presented by the Beersheba 
Theatre, is not one of Horvath's 
most important plays (I am waiting 
for some theatre to show his /ialian 
Night, a shocker about Nazis taking 
over ἃ town in southern Germany); 
but it has enough substance and 
depth to make for an interesting and 
thought-provoking evening. 

Horvath, who died in 1939 at the 
age of 38 in a freak accident, in 
Paris, under a tree hit by lightning, 
early saw the menace of Nazism and 
expressed his fears in a number of 
plays. Tales of the Vienna Woods 
merely hints,in a gentle yet terrifying 
manner, at the horrors to come. The 
action tukes place in Vienna jn the 
1930s, a sad place beset by un- 
employment and inflation with or- 
dinary people acting out their per- 
sonal troubles against the menacing 
background. 

Most of the action tukes place on 
Δ street corner, among friendly 
neighbours. There is the Butcher, ἃ 
widower engaged to marry Marian- 
ne, the daughter of the owner of 8 


toy-shop next door, a pretty young ἡ 


girl who is not looking forward to 
being the wife of an older man. 

Across the street there is Valerie, 
the owner of a kiosk, a middle-aged 
lady trying, not very successfully, lo 
hold back advancing age. Vulcrie 
has a lover, Alfred, the ne‘er-do- 
well son of impoverished landed 
gentry, who lives off her earnings 
and spends her money betting, un- 
successfully, on horses. He has also 
borrowed and lost his grand- 
Mother's savings. 

Marianne and Alfred meet when 
the young man comes to get some 
Money from his mistress and spots 
the pretty girl across the street. It is 

at first sight. The handsome 
loafer gives up his milch cow of 8 
Mistress, the young girl abandons 
her fiancé, : 
- Obviously nothing good can 
come of that romance, what with 
Alfred’s distaste for any kind of 
work apart from betting on horses 
and playing pool. The two find 
themselves in dire circumstances,

American way of doing things in 
Dallas. Granted, Dailas has none of 
the pretensions that Brideshead has, 
it makes no claims to being Art, its 
objective is to provide us with ‘a 
cliff-hanger in which we only want 
to know what happens to the 
characters. 

Nevertheless, considering how 
much of the action takes place at 
Southfork, and that the ranch plays 
so critical a role in the plot — was 
not J.R.’s ultimate villainy hocking 
the old homestead behind Miss El- 
lie’s back, and obliging her to let a 
bunch of villainous bankers dig 
holes in the precious soil in search 
of oll? — we are surely entitled to 
look over the place, as if we were 
prospective purchasers, 

Nothing of the kind: we see very 
little of it. As far as I can make out, 
Southfork is rather like a second- 
class motel just off one of the great 
American highways. This impres- 
sion is intensified by the fact that 
cars and trucks of all types and sizes 
occupy large chunks of every 
episode, as they pull up in the 
driveway with the flourish of travel- 
lers crossing the continent. 

There is a pool, by no means 
Olympic size, but big enough to 
drown somebody in, without putting 
anyone off his breakfast (this is a 
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hint of something I saw on Jordan 
when Israel was on strike a couple 
of weeks ago). We have no indica- 
tion of whether the Ewings have a 
private tennis court or any other 
sporting facilities befitting their sta- 
tion in life.

IT'S IRRELEVANT, unimportant 
and even illogical. The story goes 
found in circles so much that one 
critic has called it “an American 
version of La Ronde. "It has no mes- 
sage to deliver, no truth to reveal 
und no secrets to divulge. Therefore 
il is quite possible that some people 
will find They all Laughed u 
shameful Pieve of Nuff, unworthy of 
scrious attention. 

On the ether hand, if you are in 
the right slate of mind, Peter 
Bugdanovich's lutest excursion into 
film making cui be very enjoyable, a 
pleasunt trip in the company of 
some goad friends, a sort of French 
siluation comedy populated by 
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Howard Hawks characters, 
Indeed, if Bogdanovich's earlier 
What τ Up Doc was reminiscent of 
Hawks’s @ringing up Baby, this one 
seems to be inspired by the older 
director's tast comedy, fan's 
Favourite Sport, We are shown 
strong determined women who are 
perfectly capable of holding their 
own, and even more, in a man’s 
world, Sporty, free-wheeling and 
free-loving; at their side they have 
romunticully inclined, slightly old- 
fashioned men who like to think 
they are in charge but never munage 
to be, and who are particularly 
prone to fall off roller skates, step 
into fountains, and walk into walls, 
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Ben Gazzara and Audrey Hepburn in Peter Bogdanovich's “They All Laughed" 
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thus generally disproving most of 
the accepted male myths. 

There are lots of characters walk- 
ing around in this movie, with avery 
hazy excuse of a story bringing them 
together. It's basically about the in- 
efficient operation of a detective 
agency in New York, in which the 
senior partner is in love with the 
secretary, the junior partner courts 
the lady he is supposed to follow, 
one operative falls for the prospec- 
tive divorcee he Is tailing. while the 
other operative, a hirsute marvel, 
falls for anything in a skirt. Then 
there is a Country and Western 
singer who is hungry for love, 8. 
freckled girl who drives a taxi, and a 
Latin American lover with plenty of 
dollars to pay for his affairs. 

The extent to which you are al- 
tracted to this film may depend un 
r response to these characters, 
They are the kind of irresponsible 
charmers invented by the screen 
and for the screen, and 


Bogdanovich, a certified movie- 
freak, feels completely at home with 
them, probably more than he 
would with real people facing real 
problems. He keeps them moving at 
a pace that doesn’t leave you much 
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time to ponder whether it makes 
much sense; and if you manage to 
get on that merry-go-round, you're 
in for a treat. Otherwise, you're in 
trouble. 

The film can also be seen as a 
hymn to Manhattan, beautifully 
shot on sunny days and clear nights, 
ἃ lively energetic city, far removed 
from the violence that one has come 
to associate with it. 

Unlike the Hollywood directors 
who constructed New York scenes 
in their studios, Bogdanovich walks 
with his camera through Fifth 
Avenue and the Rockefeller Plaza, 
goes down to Wall Street and up to 
Central Park, and uses every corner 
for atmosphere and ‘every crowded 
sidewalk for authenticity. He is 
helped by cinematographer Robby 
Miller (who is known for his work 
in Germany with director Wim 
Wenders). 

A word about the actors. No one 
needs to introduce Ben Gazzara or 
Audrey Hepburn; John Ritter is one 
of the best known American TV 
performers (Three is Company). 
Dorothy Stratten, a blonde Cana- 
dian beauty discovered by Playboy 
magazine, was touted as the new 
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Marilyn Monroe. This was her se- 
cond movie, and a glance is enough 
to convince one that she had the 
potential to become a real star. A 
stunning figure, beautiful blue eyes, 
a warm personality and complete 
unselfconsciousness in front of the 
camera are rare qualities, and she 
had them all. Shortly after this Film 
was shot, however, she was 
murdered by her husband-agent 
who couldn't come to terms with 
her success. 


FILMDOM seems bent on chang- 
ing New York's image from that of a 
scary city of hoodlums and muggers, 
toa fun city, luxurious, handsome, ἃ 
dream place to live in. [1 may not be 
a general trend yet, but people like 
Peter Bogdanovich and Steve 
Gordon, who made Arthur, are cer- 
tainly no exceptions. 

But Arthur and They all Laughed 
have more than New York locations 
in common. -Both are romantic 
comedies, both use stereotypes from 
the golden age of cinema, and 
both carefully hide any possible 
meaningful message. 

Arthur Bach, the incbriated hero 
of Steve Gordon's movie, is the 
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smallest, most love-starved and 
childish heir in the Big Apple. He 
wants everybody to like him, pos- 
sibly adore him, every night he goes 
on a binge, throwing his money 
every which way for the pleasure of 
sceing himself and others enjoy life, 
even if only for the short time they 
are with him. He is lucky enough to 
have a devoted black driver who 
will always bring, him back home, no 
matter how drunk he is, and a 
shar p-tongued, astute British butler 
who will keep him out of trouble 
even if this sometimes appears to be 
an impdssible task. 

Diminutive Arthur could have 
been a perfectly happy man, an in- 
offensive playboy, if his father 
wasn't determined to marry him off 
to another millionaire’s daughter. 
Poor Arthur tries to explain that he 
wants lo marry for love, and that he 
doesn't love his intended bride, 
even if she is crazy about him, but 
nothing doing. Either he complies 
or he is cut off without a cent. And 
as his butler points out, quite cor- 
rectly, it's no fun being poor, 40 
years old, and alcoholic.

Woolsey's new book (Partnership 

Defence in Bridge. Shelbyville, Ken- 
tucky. Devyn Press. Puperback, 303 
pp. $8.95) is an outstanding unilysis 
of what to do on the 50 per cent of 
hands that you and your partner are 
not declarer. ἢ 

One of the most interesting ele- 
ments in the work is Woulscy's €x~ 
amination of three basic kinds of 
signals — “attitude,” “count” and 
“suitepreference.” AS experienced 
players know, the “attitude signal 
shows whether you're strong or 
weak in the suit played, the “count 
signal tells whether you have an odd 
or even number in that suit, and the 
“guit-preference’’ shows what 
you've got in the remaining non- 
trump suits. 

Each of the book's 10 chapters 
deals with a theoretical aspect of 
signalling, and six problems. Each 
problem is presented on the left- 
hand page, together with the bid- 
ding, one of the defenders’ hands, 
and the opening lead. The solution, 
with a careful analysis of what you 
should have done and why, comes 
on the facing page. There's also a 
2 problem “test™ that you can take

The dangers that confront the art 
community as ἃ result of preferen- 
tial treatment. or a leaning towards 
a single form of performance, es- 
pecially in such ἃ pluralistic soviety, 
have been mentioned before in this 
column.

Having arrived here from Russia 
in the early part of the century, 
Gliksberg became one of those ar- 
fists (along with Rubin, Gutman, 
Paldi and Lubin) who rejected the 
“Bezalel Judaica yet devoted 
himself to identifying with the land 
and ils inhabitants. His late pictures 
are more personal and depict in- 
teriors, still life and synagogue 
Biot, they shine with an advanced 
appreciation of the French school 
that begins with Cézanne and 
Matisse und ends with Bonnard. 
Characterized by a glimmering sur- 
face of many small brush strokes 
and flat planes of overpainted Pinks, 
mauves and egg-shell whites, they 
echo Bonnard in every respect. 

For Gliksberg, items existed only 
in reality; once observed, they were 
transformed into make-believe ob- 
jects that tived only on the cunvas, 
He was able to intensify a scene or 
imbuc it with a feeling of diluted at: 

Although Gliksberg was 
honoured by museum shows in 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv, it is sug- 
gested thal, judging from the few 
pictures on view now, a curator for 
Israeli art should take a long, 
tenewed, look at Gliksberg’s entire 
oeuvre.

Bringing forth a mouse

“FUNCTION, Progress and 
Universalism in The Third World!" 
is the clarion title of a special ex- 
hibit at the Israel Museum by con- 
ceptualis. Zvi Goldstein, arranged 
by the new Associate Curator of 
Israeli Art, Yigal Zalmona. It con- 
sists of a few carefully made objects 
that look, as intended, like 
archetypal parts of machinery at un 
industrial exhibition; they represent 
“ideal” technological forms and are 
presented against a background of 
posters and placards which repeat a 
brief text set in the usual long-line 
format so beloved of this artist. All 
this is intended to question western 
concepts of art and cullure and sug- 


* gest that they will not do for the 


Third World, 

Goldstein evidently hopes that 
certain (undefined) precepts shared 
by the Third World will lead to a 
new universalism. To learn this you 
have to read the catalogue in which 
the artist is asked severul questions 
by Zalmona, who otherwise begs off 
explaining or introducing the ex- 
hibit. That's not all; the manifesto

itself is furnished with scholarly 
footnotes referring the viewer to 
passages in socio-history books that 
are not available. ᾿ 
Ι would not recommend however, 
that the viewer bothers to look them 
up. Goldstein's message, one of 
stunning obviousness, is that “the 
role of art, in times of crisis, is to 
define new paradigm, substituling 
for the lack of new theory,” a piece 
of revelation attributed in 1 foot- 
note to one Thomas 5. Kuhn. 


Not Sculpture 


The reasonably intelligent viewer 
will probably, as 1 did, tum ‘in 
desperation to the objects on show, 
Goldstein insists that they aren‘t 
sculptures, do not relate to space 
and are not a code of language;
